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The Death 


HE city of New York was deeply moved 

by the announcement, on May 15th, that 
Mr. Choate had died very suddenly the night 
before. It is hardly necessary in New York 
to give his full name—Joseph Hodges Choate 
—for in the great metropolitan center with 
which he was so iden- 
tified, he is gener- 
ally known as “Mr. 
Choate.’”’ He was 
suddenly stricken 
after extraordinary 
exertions in the re- 
ception given to the 
representatives of 
France and Great 
Britain. At his burial 
the flags were flown 
at half-mast, and 
there was universal 
mourning—not only 
in the city, but all 
over the country, and 
also in England, 
where he was only 
less admired and be- 
loved than in the 
United States. The 
British and French 
ambassadors both 
were present at the 
funeral, Sir Cecil 
Spring Rice coming 
from Washington by the special direction of 
the King of England as his representative. A 
great throng of the most eminent men in 
every department of life were gathered at St. 
Bartholomew’s Church, and these were but a 
small fraction of the thousands who sought 
admission. A special memorial service was 
held at St. Margaret’s Church, Westminster, 
in which the Archbishop of Canterbury took 
part. jf :

of St. James (the only great public office that 
he ever held) made him a link binding the 
two countries together in a peculiar way. 
His extraordinary successes at the bar, as an 
orator and a diplomat, were due no doubt to 
the indescribable charm of his personality. 
His service to the 
American Bible So- 
ciety as one of its rep- 
resentatives at the 
Centenary of the 
British and Foreign 
Bible Society in 1904, 
and later his presence 
at its own Centennial 
meeting at Carnegie 
Hall, in May; 1916, 
made the Society and 
all its friends mourn- 
ers at his death. It 
was not the least of 
his services to com- 
mend the Bible to the 
two great Anglo- 
Saxon nations. Him- 
self a link between 
them, he helped to 
make both realize 
that the Bible is the 
principal tie that 
binds these two peo- 
ples together. In 
such a life and such a 
death as his, he coming to his grave like a full 
shock of corn, in his eighty-fifth year, mourn- 
ing is swallowed up in a sense of victory. 


Mr. Choate’s Address in 1904 
It cannot fail to be of interest to read again 
a part of Mr. Choate’s speech at the Centenary 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society in 
1904. It was published in the REcorpD at 
that time, being copied from 7he Bible in 
the World (thé organ of the British and 


106 
Foreign Bible Society). It is very much to 
the point now in view of the present interna- 


tional situation. 


Let me say one word about the American 
Bible Society. Like yourselves, it has had its 
struggles and its triumphs ; like yourselves, it 
has an immense work on hand; like your- 
selves, it finds the demand far greater than 
the supply that it is able to meet. It is no 
small undertaking to keep eighty millions of 
people supplied with a Bible in every house, 
and that has been their ambition. And then 
they have to meet about 800,000 emigrants 
from foreign lands every year, as they land 
in New York and other parts, and I am sorry 
to say that they are not always provided with 
Bibles, and the Society has to take care of 
them. But with all that I think its records 
will show that in the past, as now, and in the 
future, it can be relied upon to do almost as 
much for foreign lands as it does for its own 
people at home. [Afplause.] Now this great 
harvest which this centenary demonstrates is 
_ only after all what has grown up from the lit- 
tle seed which, nearly three hundred years 
ago, your fathers and our fathers united in 
planting in the distant wilderness. When the 
Pilgrim Fathers embarked in the J/ayflower 
in 1620 [great applause], and when eight 
years afterward the great Puritan emigra- 
tion from Old England to New England 
set in, they carried with them—our fathers 
and the brothers’ of your fathers—[cheers] 
—they carried with them as their best pos- 
session (in fact, the only one which was 
to have a lasting value) King James’s Bi- 
ble, upon which their infant state was built. 
It was their only book—their only readable 
book. I have read catalogues of the books 
which some of them who were best off among 
them had, and the Bible was the only reada- 
ble book, and that was readable to every man, 
woman and child. It was the Ark of their 
Covenant, and really they did find within 
those sacred covers their “shelter from the 
stormy blast, and their eternal home.”’ Their 
lives were conducted, their faith was all found- 
ed upon it, and having no other book, you 
can realize how there they stood to find not 
their religion only, but their literature, their 
biographies, their voyages and travels, their 
poetry—such as no poets have ever since pro- 
duced, and that magnificent march of history 
from the beginning; and they searched and 
found in it the precepts upon which their 
lives were wholly conducted. 

I do not know how I can more forcibly 
bring before you how completely the Bible 
was their one treasure, than by describing 
one of the few family Bibles that have come 
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down from those days to ours, the only lega- 
cy that has reached their remote posterity. 
It was read twice a day in every family by the 
head of the household, with all the members 
gathered about him, going in at Genesis and 
finishing at the end of the Revelation, the 
whole journey being accomplished twice every 
year between January and December. Dog’s- 
eared? That is a mild term for its state! 
For its leaves were absolutely worn away by 
the pious thumbs that had turned them. It 
was really the fact that New England, in its 
first generation, was the most Biblical com- 
munity that there was on the face of the 
earth. Their laws, their customs, their lan- 
guage, their habits were founded upon it, and 
in it they found their sole guide of life. Let 
me read a word from one of the greatest of 
their descendants, Phillips Brooks, that most 
noble product of New England culture [a/- 
plause|, himself a true descendant of their 
blood. He said worthily of them—(I could 
not begin to find language equal to his in 
point of expression): 

“It never frightened a Puritan when you 
bade him stand still and listen to the voice of 
God. His closet and his church were full of 
the reverberations of the awful, gracious, 
beautiful voice for which he listened. He 
made little, too little, of sacraments and 
priests, because God was so intensely real to 
him. What should he do with lenses who 
stood thus full in the torrent of the sun- 
shine ?”’ [Great applause. ] 

Our New England fathers, with the Bible 
as the basis of their lives, realized that pray- 
er of Erasmus, uttered a hundred years before 
they found foothold upon Plymouth Rock— 
a prayer which it was often dangerous to 
breathe in those early days: 

““T wish the Gospels were translated into 
all languages of all people, that they might 
be read and known not only by the Scotch 
and Irish (and the English, of course), but 
even by the Turks and the Saracens. I wish 
that the husbandman may sing parts of them 
at his plow, that the weaver may warble them 
at his shuttle, and that the traveler may with 
their narration beguile the weariness of the 
way.”’ 

Well, our Pilgrim Fathers were exactly the 
kind of men that you might expect them to 
have been. I wish you would just imagine 
for one_moment what our life would be bin 
like them, the Bible was our only book: no 
newspapers, no weeklies, no magazines, no 
novels, no libraries, no school-reading of any 
kind. I only hope that we, like them, would 
find our refuge where they so safely found 
theirs. [Applause.| In the days of their 
greatest poverty and distress they founded 
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Harvard College, in order, as they said, that 
the good supply of learned and godly minis- 
ters might never fail, and they gave it a mot- 
to which holds to this day: ‘‘To Christ and 
the Church,’’ and, what meant the same 
thing, ‘Veritas’? (Truth). And then they 
founded the great state of Massachusetts, 
which I shall not ask you for one moment to 
hear about. I can only say what Mr. Webster 
says of her: ‘Massachusetts, she needs no 
eulogy. Behold her, and judge for yourself.’’ 
And then, if you ask me what more has come 
of it—what more of those pious beginnings, 
founded upon the Bible, above Plymouth 
Rock and Boston—I should say that a very 
large share of the good which has been 
wrought out in America from the beginning 
was traceable from the beginning to their 
pious efforts; and if the common schools have 
found their way from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific, and if slavery has been abolished [great 
cheering], if the whole land has been turned 
from a wilderness into a garden of plenty 
from ocean to ocean, if education has been 
cultivated according to the best light of each 
generation since then, if industry, frugality, 
and sobriety are the watchwords of the na- 
tion,as I believe them to be,I say it is largely 
due to this people who, assisted by men like 
themselves in London and in England, estab- 
lished themselves on the shores of America. 
Without detracting at all from the great part 
which has been contributed from other shores, 
- we say that that little leaven has leavened the 
whole lump, and if you ask me what the signs 
of the leavening of the lump are, I point 
again to the work of the American Bible So- 
ciety and its relation to that community. It 
is liberally supported and encouraged by many 
ardent friends in every state and in every 
territory of the Union. I point to the fame and 
influence which it has acquired inevery land. I 
- point to the scores of millions of dollars which 
it is gathering in for this pious use, and to the 
scores of millions of Bibles which it is always 
distributing, on the principle always of the 
whole Bible for the whole world, to all but the 
poor at cost, to every one of the poor without 
money and without price. [4pplause.] 

Well, now, before I sit down, I should like 
to make a claim for my country which may be 
a little surprising to this audience, and that is 
that one of the first translations from the Eng- 
lish text of the whole Bible into a heathen 
language was made in the earliest days of 
Massachusetts, with the great aid that was 
gent over from London. There came over to 
us in 1639 a poor divine, from Jesus College, 
Cambridge. He had there been distinguished 
for his studies in theology and for the study 
of languages, and when he came over to 
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America he made himself busy in connection 
with that peaceful, harmless tribe of Indians 
who made their home in Massachusetts, and 
tried to teach them the Word of God. After 
he had learned their language—and it took 
him about twelve years to learn—he sent over 
acry for help, and he got aresponse. The 
same cry and the same response has been 
going on to this day: ‘‘ Can we to souls be- 
nighted the lamp of life deny?’’ What was 
the response? Why, Parliament, consisting 
then only of the Commons, I am sorry to say 
[laughter], they organized a society entitled 
The Corporation for the Propagation of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ in New England,”’ and 
the preamble of the act they passed in connec- 
tion with this society is a very remarkable 
one, and shows how remarkable was the rela- 
tionship which our ancestors bore to the In- 
dians, to whom they held out the hand of fel- 
lowship. Here it is: 

‘““ Whereas the Commons of England have 
received certain intelligence by the testimo- 
nial of divers faithful and godly ministers in 
New England that divers heathen natives 
of that country through the blessing of God 
upon the pious care and pains of some godly 
English of this nation who preach the gospel 
to them in their own Indian language—who 
not only of barbarous have become civil, but 
many of them forsaking their accustomed 
charms and sorceries and other Satanical de- 
lusions, do now call upon the name of the 
Lord ... with tears lamenting their mis- 
spent lives, teaching their children what they 
are instructed in themselves, being careful to 
place their said children in godly English fami- 
lies and to put them to English schools, be- 
taking themselves to one wife and putting 
away the rest, and by their constant prayer to 
Almighty God morning and evening in tkeir 
families expressed in all appearances with 
much devotion and zealof heart. Therefore,”’ 
etc., etc. 

Therefore the Commons established this 
corporation to raise a fund in England for this 
purpose, and by their apostle, John Eliot, 
completed as early as 1663, or 140 years be- 
fore the foundation of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, a complete version of the Bible 
in the Algonquin tongue. Probably there is 
not a man now living who can read a word of 
it. Certainly there is not a vestige of the 
tribe for whom it was written, butit isa grand 
monument for its author, and it pointed the 
way for this society and for the American 
Bible Society. [Adplause.] 

Now, I cannot take up any more of your 
time. I only want to say—what is it we are 
working for as societies? Each for its own 
interest primarily, but next to that they have 
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a greater and further mission, and that is to 
promote and advance the cause of civilization, 
of order, of religion, of peace, and of duty. 
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of public opinion. [4fplause]. Let each na- 
tion and the people of each nation who are 
behind the government of a nation give their

O* the opposite page is a reproduction of a leaf of the most valuable manuscript of 
Ulfilas’ Gothic version. It does not show the color of the parchment, which is pur- 
ple, the letters being in silver, except the first line of each section, and the superscription, 
which are in gold. In black and white, however, it gives a good impression of what Gothic 
looks like. This manuscript is known among scholars as the ‘‘Codex Argenteus,” and has 
had an eventful history. It was found in the sixteenth century, in the Abbey Werden, from 
there transferred to Prague, and then to Stockholm, and presented to Queen Christine. After 
a short time it migrated to Holland, where it was kept and afterward printed. Ten of its 
leaves were stolen at one time but afterward restored, and it has been for several centuries 
now one of the valuable treasures of the University of Upsala, in Sweden. 

These facts are stated by Dr. Balg in his treatise on ‘‘ The First Germanic Bible,’’ and 
we reproduce the picture from his book by permission of Lemcke & Buechner, the successors 
of B. Westermann & Co., under whose imprint (jointly with others), Dr. Balg’s book was 
published in 1891. The article following refers to this ancient version. 
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The German Bible before Luther

E herewith present the first of the 

series of articles announced in the 
May REcorD on the Quadricentenary of the 
Protestant Reformation. 

“In Martin Luther appeared the real trans- 
lator of the Bible into German,’’ says the 
noted scholar, Prof. Nestle, of Bonn. The 
truth of this estimate is not at all to be 
contradicted. Luther did the most notable 


work of Bible translation ever turned off by 
the hand of a single man. Its task was Her- 
culean; its accomplishment epochal. Com- 
pared with it there were no predecessors. 
Yet in reality, and strange as it may seem to 
some of us, long before Luther set his hand 
to the task, others had made the effort. 
And Luther could have said, as Luke, “‘ For- 
asmuch as many have taken in hand to draw 
up a narrative concerning those matters which 
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have been fulfilled among us, even as at the 
beginning eye-witnesses and ministers of the 
Word delivered them to us, it seemed good 
to me also to write.’’ In the first century 
there were ‘‘many”’ and there was “‘ Luke.” 
In the later Middle Ages there were “‘many”’ 
and there was ‘‘Luther.’’ Of Luther you 
will hear again and absorbingly. But, first, 
we must know something of “the many.’’ 
The Hebrew Old Testament and the Greek 
New Testament were not to be permitted for 
century lengths to lie unfallow in the molds 
of their original pouring by the Holy Spirit. 
The Jews and the barbarians became welded 
together into “‘a third race,’’ the Christians. 
Those Christians fell on grievous times. 
They wandered about “‘destitute, afflicted, 
tormented, of whom the world was not 
worthy.’’ They needed a sword, and they 
found it fashioned to hand in the Word, the 
Sword of the Spirit. They needed, too, to 
be facile users of the Sword, for they were 
not only defensive fighters but also offensive, 
as shown by the startling advances and con- 
quests of Christianity during the first cen- 
turies. As a matter of course, a propagating 
faith had at the same time to be a versatile 
translator of the Word of that faith. For 
nations were small and languages many. 
Everyone at all interested in the process of 
the early Christian movement knows that it 
grew out of two factors, its martyrs and its 
translators. From Stephen and Justin there 
are the martyrs, and from the great Septua- 
gint translation of the Old Testament and 
Jerome’s equally great Vulgate of the New, 
there are the translations. For our purpose we 
need only allude to the mighty work done in 
the church, for the church, and by the church 
through the various translations in Syriac, in 
Coptic and in Latin. The first direct touch 
of the Bible with the German tongue comes 
through the Gothic. The far-famed Bishop 
Ulfilas had made his Gothic translation al- 
ready in the fourth century. The Goths were 
a warlike, Germanic stock who had embraced 
Christianity at this time. Their language is 
philologically allied to the German. Ulfilas 
invented an alphabet and translated the entire 
Bible save the books of Kings and that of 
Chronicles, which he thought too warlike to 
be given to a people already so addicted to 
acts of blood as were the Goths. This ver- 
sion had wide influence for centuries, and a 
beautiful exemplar of it is now to be seen in 
the Codex Argenteus at the library of the 
University of Upsala, in Sweden. This first 
Germanic version is interesting in that it was 
made by an Arian, and while for the major 
part most exact in its translation, yet here 
and there an Arian trace is to be found, as 
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notably in Philippians 2: 6-8, the famous 
Kenosis passage. After Ulfilas centuries 
passed without any attempt as far as can be 
ascertained toward a further Scriptural trans- 
lation into German. 

In the meantime, a quickened Christianity 
was quietly but persistently leavening Middle 
and Northern Europe, and with this came a 
new interest in the Scriptures for the common 
folk. Yet the difficulties of translating were 
too great to be quickly overcome. The 
churchly and cultural conditions in the early 
Middle Ages were not such as to favor so 
ambitious an undertaking as full-standing 
translations of the entire Bible in the lan- 
guage of the common people. The lan- 
guage itself was not yet made. It was only 
in process, and it needed the master hand and 
mind of a Luther to furnish the matrix in 
which could be poured the fluid mind of the 
Spirit. The German state was divided and 
subdivided, and its dialects were as many as 
its districts. Men did not understand one 
another. North and South Germany, the 
Rheinish Palatinate and East Prussia each 
had its own expression, and each was alike 
walled from his neighbor. The vocabularies 
were limited, the formations stiff and cum- 
bersome, the interest in language as such 
small—so that so ambitious a project as the 
translation of the Bible into such a chameleon- 
like mass as German then was, seemed and 
was areally quite impossible task. Added to 
this was cultural indifference and material 
poverty. Yet spite of all there were signs of 
spring. First there appeared the translations 
of the Psalms or of an individual Gospel. 
The oldest extant piece of this kind is the 
Matthew from the Convent of Monsee, of the 
year 798, having the Latin in one column 
and a Bavarian German dialect in the other. 
After a number of translations of selected 
parts of the Old and New Testaments, our 
interest attaches to a Gospel harmony from the 
latter part of the ninth century. This also is 
written in parallel columns—on the left Latin, 
on the right a German of Frankishtype. This 
is aGerman counterpart of Tatian’s Diatessaron 
and was believed to have had its origin in the 
famous school of Fulda. Instead of ‘‘Jesus”’ 
the translation had “ Heilant,’”’ Saviour. 

A number of fragments of the Gospels 
written on parchments, which were used later 
in bookbinding and have since been recov- 
ered, were published by Josef Haupt in 1869. 
They contain sections of the four Gospels in 
a handwriting of the twelfth century. There 
is an old Saxon “Book of the Gospels”’ from 
the ninth century, run in rhymes. In the 
opening of the eleventh century Labeo Roet- 
ker translated Job and the Psalms. This is the 
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first German translation of which we have the 
facts of both author and text with definiteness. 

About 1050 Williram, the Abbott of Ebers- 
berg in Bavaria, made a partial New Testa- 
ment translation, in which the German was 
largely interlarded with Latin words. An 
interlinear Psalm book from a Munich con- 
vent follows, written about 1187. A number 
of Psalters come along at intervals up to 
1427, but no entire translations of the New 
Testament in German through this long in- 
terval. These were the centuries of hand- 
writing. Now came the invention of printing. 
Johann Gutenberg, in 1438 the discoverer of 
the art of impressions by movable blocks, had 
himself before 1455 printed a German Bible. 
A new era had thus begun for religion. 

The Bible in German began to be more and 
more scattered among the people. From the 
middle of the fifteenth to the middle of the 
sixteenth century many complete and inde- 
pendent copies of the Bible have been found, 
mostly manuscript, but also a number of 
printed exemplars. Among these are from 
fourteen to eighteen editions of the entire 
Bible, twenty-two of the Psalms, and twelve 
of various Biblical books. This indicates the 
constantly growing religious demand and at 
least a tentative effort to supply that demand. 
Yet the progress of Bible dissemination was 
with much let and hindrance. This came 
about not only, as previously indicated, 
through the general poverty, indifference, and 
linguistic incompetence of the time, but more 
especially by reason of the papal frown. 
Gregory VII., already in the eleventh cen- 
tury, had laid an interdict upon the free read- 
ing of the Scriptures by the laity—a policy 
which even to date in its larger outline has 
been consistently followed by the head of the 
Roman Church. Thus the early Germanic 
efforts to make a free Christian development 
based on a ready and daily access to the Word 
was kept under restraint. German Bible trans- 
lations we find are after all rather episodes 
than the marks of a religious current. They 
are only in a vague sense efforts to break 
shackles. Partly through their own inherent 
weakness as translations, partly by reason of 
popular ignorance and indifference, and partly 
on account of the disfavor of the church, their 
influence was meager, and their efforts, as far 
as can now be ascertained, are almost negligi- 
ble. Many of these alleged translations are 
counted by real scholarship to be little more 
than balderdash. They were, as Erasmus said 
of his Greek text, rather ‘precipitated than 
edited.’’ They were inefficiently put, in poor 
German, not only because the German of the 
day was weak at best, but also because no 
master such as Luther, or Lessing, or Herder, 
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or Schiller had arisen to recreate it into a 
vehicle of mighty motive power. The editors 
were for the most part men who knew little 
Latin and less Greek, and worst of all had, it 
would seem, no profound, burning religious 
impulse such as must go to the making up of 
areal Biblical translator. Luther himself had 
very finely said, ‘A good translation requires 
a truly devout, faithful, diligent, experienced 
and practical-hearted man.’ ‘These elements 
which were so largely incorporated in his own 
personality were fatally absent in part or in 
proper combination in the case of the Pre- 
Luther German Bible translators. 

There are some interesting characteristics 
of the early German Bibles printed. From 
fourteen to eighteen such translations are 
found prior to the appearance of Luther’s, 
which began in 1521 and was finally issued 
from the German press in 1524. This means 
that there are from fourteen to eighteen more 
or less independent and successive, if not 
successful, attempts at a German Bible previ- 
ous to the revolutionary Biblical work of the 
reformer. Of the above eighteen German 
Bible prints four appeared without designa- 
tion of either name or place—an indication 
that the literary furthering of this sort of re- 
ligious work at the time was not apt to con- 
duce to its editor’s ecclesiastical advance. 
Hain thinks that two of these earliest editions 
emanate from Strassburg, and one each from 
Augsburg and Nurnburg. The remaining edi- 
tions are almost all issued from Augsburg 
and Strassburg, with a preponderance from 
the former city. ‘The German cities were al- 
ready leaping into commercial prominence 
and used the printing press widely, in both 
secular and religious fields. At least one edi- 
tion is believed to have had its birth in Basel, 
or in some section of Switzerland. Fourteen 
of the eighteen Bible translations, Nestle 
finds, are in High German, the others in dia- 
lects. Some of these early German Bibles 
have certain deviations in the order of the 
books. The Acts is made to follow Hebrews, 
and one edition has a “ Letter to the Laoda- 
ceans.”? The Low German had its Bible trans- 
lation in the so-called Lubeck Bible of 1494, 
an independent translation counted by many 
as the best printed Bible of the Middle Ages. 
The latest edition with which we have to do is 
by Silvanus Otmar, in 1518. It uses neither 
a Hebrew nor a Greek basis, but is taken en- 
tirely from the Latin Vulgate, together with 
a Spanish revision of the same. ‘The trans- 
lator knew neither Latin nor German’’ in 
proper measure. Spite of all this there isa 
heartiness and freshness about the work that 
made it readable and gave it circulation. 

Another edition, Zeimer 1473, is a dialecti- 
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cal translation, of which it is said that it 
dropped out many “pearls of Middle High 
German’”’ and substituted mere local sole- 
cisms. It also lies under charge of Catholi- 
cising in translation, and putting texts rather 
to please the church than to express the text. 

Johannes Rellach, of Constance, in 1460, 
feeling that except in Constantinople Greek 
had passed, urged that the Latin be used as a 
basis for making the laity conversant with 
Christian belief and duty. As he then trans- 
lates his Bible he places over: each individual 
book the old German lines— 

‘* Wer nun der Biibel Buch 
Will stricken in sin Hertzens Tuch, 
Den will Ich leren one Such 
Kurz wie in Ordnunge statt.’’ 

In these early German Bible editions let us 
not be twice surprised and mistaken: First, 
that there were so many translations of the 
German Bible before the Reformation; sec- 
ondly, that these were largely fruitful. Truly 
there were these translations, but they were 
to all intents and purposes as though they 
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had not been. They did not reach or teach 
the folk-soul to which alone they could be of 
help. Even yet their very existence lets itself 
be outlined only with difficulty. Some schol- 
ars still think that all these German editions 
are merely recensions of one thirteenth cen- 
tury translation known as the Medizval Bible. 
They make no impression on our times be- 
cause they made little on theirown. Their 
literary quality was poor, the ground in which 
they fell sterile, their religious driving power 
feeble to futility. We need patient and dis- 
criminating study even now to distinguish 
them severally, or to estimate them fairly. 
Of these German Bibles before Luther, it may 
be said that they existed, but they did not live. 
When a man with the proper mental make-up 
and a soul aflame for the divine cause arrives 
on the field, these attempts will be swept aside 
like the small dust in the balance and pass into 
forgetfulness. Such a translation was at the 
door; for the last of the Medizeval German Bible 
translations appeared in 1518. Then in 1521 
was begun the far-flung work of Martin Luther. 


The Progress of a Bullet 


T would take a very large museum to hold 
the souvenirs of the European battlefields 
which will no doubt be collected. The little 
pictures which we publish on the cover were 
sent us by the Rev. Dr. Bertrand, Secretary 
of the French Bible Society, and show how a 
bullet fared its way through a New Testa- 
ment, stopping just in time not to hurt the 
soldier who wore the Testament in his breast, 
in battle. Such stories have often been told 
before—of Bibles that stopped bullets—and 
perhaps received with some incredulity. Here 
is proof that a Testament can stop a bullet. 
God grant that its principles may ere long 
stop every bullet and bring us peace in right- 
eousness. 

It will be observed that the bullet stopped 
in the first chapter of the Epistle to the Phi- 
lippians.. If one looks at the picture closely, 
he will see not a hole merely, but the actual 
contour of the bullet itself. The sharp point 
is imbedded in the book, but the rear end 
sticks out just where it stopped. The point 
is a very sharp one and goes clear through 
the book. The Rev. Dr. Benjamin Bertrand, 
pastor of the Reformed Church in Paris, cer- 
tifies to the fact for himself and on behalf of 
Eugene Defail, who also signs the state- 
ment, as follows:

_ This New Testament, given at Dieulefit, 


Ist camp in Dauphiné, by the French Bible So- 
ciety, to Eugene Defail, soldier of the 152d 
Infantry, 7th Cy, has been handed over to 
me by the above-mentioned on the 10th of 
February, 1917. Eugene Defail is among the 
few survivors of the two French battalions 
sent to Belgrade and in Serbia in 1915. He 
was seven times wounded and three times in 
hospital. Eugene Defail was carrying this 
New Testament on his chest on the 10th of 
January, 1917, when a bullet from a machine 
gun struck him (on the rebound) in the 
Schénholtz wood, before Altkirch in Alsace, 
and entered the Testament! This rebound 
would certainly have been mortal; three 
other bullets having afterward only slightly 
wounded this young soldier, obliging him to 
take three weeks’ rest. 

“This New Testament has thus saved a 
French soldier’s life. 

“In testimony of which we have both 
signed the above affidavit. rr

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The New Secretary of the Atlantic Agency 


HE new Secretary of the Atlantic Agen- 
cy of the American Bible Society is 
the Rev. Frank P. Parkin, D.D. Heisanative 
of Cleveland, O., educated in the Central High 
School of Cleveland, a graduate of Ohio Wes- 
leyan University—Class of 1880—having been 
associated in his college days with such promi- 
nent men in the religious world as Bishop W. P. 
Thirkield, of New Orleans, La., Bishop W. F. 
McDowell, of Washington, D.C., Dr. Frank W. 
Gunsaulus, of Chicago, 
Ill., Dr. Charles E. Jef- 
ferson, of New York 
City, and many others 
who have made the 
name of Ohio Wesleyan 
prominent in all mis- 
sionary, philanthropic 
and religious circles. 
Dr. Parkin was grad- 
uated from Drew The- 
ological Seminary, 
Class of 1883, and the 
same year entered up- 
on his ministry in the 
Old Providence (now 
called the New Eng- 
land Southern Confer- 
ence). His last pastor- 
ate there was the Cen- 
tral Church, Brockton, 
Mass., from which he 
wascalledin 1894 tothe 
First Methodist Epis- 
copal Church of Ger- 
mantown, Philadel- 
phia. The present 
notable edifice was built during his pastorate, 
and the membership was doubled. He left it 
one of the strongest churches of his denomina- 
tion in American Methodism. His subsequent 
pastorates have been in Trenton, N. J., Ches- 
ter, Pa., and Grace Church, Philadelphia, 
where, after an interval of ten years, he was 
invited by a unanimous vote to return in 1916 
for a second pastorate. He was superintend- 
ent of the Central District of the Philadelphia 
Conference from 1910 to 1916.

Dr. Parkin was a member for twelve years 
of the Board of Home Missions and Church 
Extension Society of his denomination, and 
is therefore peculiarly prepared for the home 
missionary work of this Society. 

He was a delegate to the governing body of 
his church, the General Conference at Sarato- 
ga Springs, in 1916, from the Philadelphia 
Conference. During his entire ministry he 
has been noted for his activity in all denomi- 
national movements. 
He was appointed by 
the Board of Bishops 
of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church as one 
of the Commission on 
“Faith and Order,” 
which looks toward a 
World Conference of 
all branches of the 
Christian Church. 

For over twenty 
years he was one of the 
managers of the Penn- 
sylvania Bible Society, 
which is now a part of 
the Atlantic Agency. 
He was nominated by 
this society to succeed 
the Rev. Leighton W. 
Eckard, Dips and 
elected by the Board 
of Managers of the 
American Bible Socie- 
ty on May3,1917. He 
assumed his duties on 
the middle of this 
month, and has his headquarters at the Bible 
House in Philadelphia. 

Dr. Parkin has begun his work with vigor. 
He will attend the centennial of two county 
Bible societies—the Morris County, June 12th, 
at Morristown, N. J., and on Wednesday, 
June 13th, of the Sussex County Bible Society 
at Newton, N. J. 

The problem of Bibles for the soldiers and. 
sailors naturally presses heavily upon him as 
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-upon our Agency Secretaries generally. 
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Action of the Federal Council 


HE Federal Council of Churches of Christ 

in America held a Special Meeting in 
Washington on May 8th and 9th to consider 
the special problem raised for the churches by 
the exigencies of the war. The American 
Bible Society, at the request of the Federal 
Council, sent a committee to represent it, 
consisting of President James Wood, Dr. 
William I. Haven, one of the Secretaries of 
the Society, and associated with them the Rev. 
Randolph McKim, the Rey. Dr. Charles Wood, 
of Washington, and the president of the Wash- 
ington City Bible Society, the Rev. Dr. George 
A. Miller. The Rev. M. B. Porter, of Rich- 


mond, Va., one of the Agency Secretaries of 
the Society, was also present. 
The Council took the following action: 


“This nation, as one of the great justices 
of the Supreme Court has said, is founded 
upon the Bible. When every other voice is 
silent the Holy Spirit, speaking through its 
pages, counsels and comforts. ‘Therein is re- 
vealed the captain of our own and the world’s 
salvation. We therefore recommend to the 
churches the sympathetic support of the plans 
of the American Bible Society to present each 
chaplain who may request it a Bible for his 
regimental services, and to make the Scrip- 
tures available for every soldier and sailor of 
the Army and Navy.”’ 


The Presbyterian General Assembly, U. S. A. 


HE (Northern) General: Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in the U. S. A. is 
at the date of writing in session at Dallas, 
Tex. The Rev. J. J. Morgan, the Society’s 
Agency Secretary for the Southwest, with 
headquarters at Dallas, Tex., ably represents 
it before that body and was accorded a fine 
hearing, after which the following resolution, 
presented by Dr. John B. Rendell, president 
of Lincoln University, was passed unani- 
mously and with enthusiasm: 


The General Assembly renews the deliver- 
ances of previous Assemblies, recommending 


to all its inferior judicatories, and especially 
to the sessions, the adequate support of the 
American Bible Society, the recognized agent 
of the churches in securing the translation, 
publication and circulation of the Scriptures 
throughout the world. The Society’s ordi- 
nary work is inadequately financed, and now 
it has the extraordinary war burden of pro- 
viding Scriptures for the Army and Navy. It 
asks $150,000 for this patriotic service, and 
the Assembly strongly commends the Society 
to the prayers and gifts of all its churches, 
that every soldier and sailor, especially in 
this crisis of our country, may have a copy of 
the Word of God, and also that the regular 
work may be continued and enlarged. 


General Conference of the United Brethren 


HE Rey. Dr. Ragatz, who is Secretary 

of the Western Agency of the Society, 

has just visited the General Conference of the 

United Brethren in session at Wichita, Kan., 

on the 17th. He addressed the Conference 

and as a result the following resolution was 
passed: 


Bible Cause 

The American Bible Society, organized in 
1816, has been the practical and active ally of 
the Protestant Church for one hundred years— 
having published the Bible in one hundred and 
fifty languages, having distributed one hun- 
dred and seventeen millions of copies, having 
kept the Holy Scriptures at a price within the 


reach of the poorest, having provided Bibles 
for all denominations for distribution in Bible 
lands, and justly and deservedly appeals to 
the Church of the United Brethren in Christ 
for greatly increased financial aid in the carry- 
ing forward of its great and indispensable 
task, fundamental to both our home and for- 
eign missionary activities. 

Resolved, therefore, That this General Con- 
ference expresses its great satisfaction in re- 
ceiving Dr. A. F. Ragatz, the Secretary of the 
Society for the Western Agency; and, fur- 
ther, we hereby call upon our laymen, pastors, 
conference superintendents and bishops to be 
diligently careful to see that an annual offer- 
ing for the Bible Society is taken, in harmony 
with the provision of Discipline, on page 51. 
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Siam and the 


T is interesting to follow our Agents in 
various parts of the world in their rela- 
tions with their fellow-missionaries. In Siam, 
Mr. Irwin (himself having been a ‘Presbyte- 
rian missionary in years past) has especially 
happy relations with his brethren there now. 
He is reaching out into the regions beyond. 
The Kamu people have lately engaged his 
attention, and the picture which accompanies 
his last report will show how the work of 
translating the Bible is going forward in north- 
ern Siam. Mrs. Crooks, of Lacon, has on her 
right First Elder Nanchai, and on his right is 
the Kamu colporteur At Sieng; both are at 
work translating the Scriptures. 

The following shows the problems of trans- 
lation to be met in Siamese and kindred lan- 
guages: 

“Last night I had a class of about twenty 
men, women and children studying the twen- 
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Kamu People 


no sheep in this country, and of course no 
crooks (happy land!) Both Siamese and Lao 
have the word for club in the present ver- 
sion and we were forced to keep it. I insist- 
ed that there must be some way to lift a 
sheep out of a gully, and one man said that 
the only way is for somebody to go down a 
rope and get it. Then that third verse gave 
us a lot of trouble. It seems to continue the 
figure of sheep, and because of the last clause 
it must refer to an erring man, and it is diffi- 
cult to get in the double idea. The Hebrew 
does, I think—vepesh, life, and ¢sedek, right— 
as well as soul and righteousness. In think- 
ing it over this morning, and discussing it 
with Mr. Beebe, it appears that our chzwzt, 
life, and ¢hook, right, have a close relation to 
the moral elements—chat chaz, soul, and chaup 
thamm, righteousness—and in many cases 
suggest the latter. They are the better words 
to use in this connection. The next English 
revision might substitute them. The present

tieth Psalm, the object on my part being a 
poetical version of it. Mr. Beebe was with 
me. We were in his house, which, by the 
way, is my old house of years ago, on the 
river bank, a mile away, now moved to this 
new site. We had some lively discussions 
about the proper rendering of some of the 
Hebrew words, for we are working from the 
foundation up. For instance, pastures; we 
do not have such a thing here; animals pick 
what they can. We decided on fong, a shady, 
moist place, and this is good, for there is 
always grass there. Then, crook; there are 
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rendering spoils the figure—with due respect 
and so forth. The phrase, for his name’s 
sake, is’ sufficient to lead the mind to the 
moral side of the Psalm. The particular in- 
terest of the evening is that during the dis- 
cussion one of the young men wrote out the 
poetical version of the Psalm. He timidly 
suggested that he had done so, and we had 
him read it. It was simply fine—good trans- 
lation and good poetry. I asked him to sing 
it for us, but he drew the line there. They 
will have it at church next Sunday, how- 


ever. 
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RECENT communication from the 
Rev. S. G. Inman, the representative 
of the Co-operating Committee of Latin 


America, tells us of his visit to the Bible 
House at Panama. He writes: 

“Mr. Hayter has been of great service in 
the work. He is doing splendid things in 
the magnificent new building that you have 
at Cristobal. I congratulate you on the wis- 
dom of putting up such a splendid structure 
and having it so well equipped. Certainly 
this is one of the most strategic points in all 
the world for Christian surveys, and the Bible 
House has set an example which I trust other 
Christian organizations will follow.’’ 

Mr. Inman is studying the conditions on 
the Zone and in the surrounding territory and 
will no doubt have valuable material for the 
use of the churches and missions when his 
survey is completed. He was expecting to 
leave for Callao, Peru. 


THE Rev. K. Macleod, China Inland Mis- 
sion, Ninghaihsien, Chekiang, writes to Dr. 
Hykes as follows: 

“Two of the first to arrive (Annual Bible 
School Meeting) were Wong Yiu-kao and his 
sister, who came 60 /z. This sister was con- 
verted last August, through Colporteur Bao 
Sih-laen visiting and bookselling in her back- 
of-beyond village—a robber center, by the 
way. Her twenty years’ vegetarian vow was 
soon broken. She bought some Gospels and 
took them 20 or 30 Zz to her brother, who was 
also ‘seeking the way.’ So great was her in- 
fluence over her brother—a scholar fifty-five 
years of age—that he took to reading, and in 
a week’s time he too was rejoicing in a new- 
found Saviour. So complete was the change 
and so bright their testimony, that there was 
no hesitation in baptizing them on the last 
day of the old year, 1916. 

“Wong Yiu-kao helps in the services now 
in So-leo, near his home center. 

These are among our first band of Bible 
School students this week end.”’ 


A RECENT note from the Rev. Dr. John P. 
Williamson, a missionary of the Presbyterian 
Church, brings us $11.25, proceeds of sales of 
Dakota Indian Bibles. He adds: ‘‘Thereare 
hundreds of Dakota Indian families who use 
the Dakota Bible in family worship every day. 
And I believe it is the great power for their 
improvement in this world, and for that which 
is to come.”’

More in detail, it will be seen that the gifts 
from Auxiliaries have decreased by $4,476.05, 
and from church collections $1,653.13; but in 
the gifts from individuals there is a very con- 
siderable increase of $4,559.73, which, to- 
gether with a considerable increase in lega- 
cies, more than brings the balance up; but 
for the four-month period of the two years it 
will be seen that the total is much below what 
we have hoped for—and this in spite of the 
fact that gifts from legacies have increased 
by $1,129.71. Gifts from Auxiliaries have 
fallen off more than $10,000—from church 
collections $2,594.18, and from individuals 
have slightly increased. ; 

Our appeal for special funds for Scriptures 
for the Army and Navy must not be allowed, 
to interfere with gifts for our regular work, 
which, even now, are too small for the pur- 
pose. 


By the action of the Annual Meeting of the 
Society, held on May 10th, the constitution 
was amended so as to require $5 instead of 
$3 for making annual members, and $50 in- 
stead of $30 for making Life Members of the 
Society. 


AMONG the replies to our appeals to con- 
tribute to the Special Fund of $150,000 to sup- 
ply Bibles for the soldiers and sailors, perhaps 
the first one comes from Santa Fé, New 
Mexico, from a Syrian giver, who doubtless 
is familiar with the Arabic Bible. 


THE Westminister Adult Bible Class, which 
is one of the official magazines of the Pres- 
byterian Board of Publication and Sabbath 
School Work, has an interesting article in its 
May number, describing the work among the 
soldiers on the Mexican border. The Rev. — 
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Charles Schall, pastor of the First Presbyte- 
rian Church at Greensburg, went to the front 
as a chaplain, and there are some good pic- 
tures of his Bible Class of the 10th Pennsyl- 
vania Infantry, with a reference to the Ameri- 
can Bible Society—‘‘always on the job in 
the Army’’—co-operating with the chaplains 
of all regiments in the distribution of Scrip- 
tures, and so rendering an estimable service 
in making Bible study popular. 


Dr. Hyxes has recently written the His- 
tory of the China Agency of the American 
Bible Society in English, and still later has 
translated it into Chinese, a copy of the trans- 
lation having just reached the Bible House.

HE first stated meeting of the Board of 
Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety in its one hundred and second year was 
held at the Bible House, Astor Place, New 
York, Thursday, May 3, 1917, at 3.30 p.m., 
President James Wood in the chair. 
Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. Henry O. Dwight, who read a part of the 
fifteenth chapter of the Gospel according to 
St. John, after which he offered prayer. 
The Secretaries briefly described the at- 
_tendance at the prayer meeting authorized at 
the last meeting of the Board, to be held on 
Fridays, in the Managers’ Room of the Bible 
House. 
The Rey. F. P. Parkin, D.D., was appointed 
Secretary of the Atlantic Agency in place of 
the Rev. Dr. Eckard, resigned. : 
It was Voted, To furnish the special edition 
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of Scriptures issued for the Army and Navy 
of the United States to any approved Agency 
at one-half of the cost of such edition, for dis- 
tribution, so long as money received for the 
distribution shall make it possible. 

Voted, To present to chaplains in the Army 
and Navy a desk Bible upon application. 

Voted, To authorize the free distribution in 
the United States Army and Navy of a special 
edition of the book of Proverbs and of each 
of the four Gospels, the little books being 
suitably marked on the cover. 

The draft of the report of the Board of 
Managers presented by the Anniversaries 
Committee was adopted for presentation to 
the Annual Meeting of the Society. 

A committee consisting of Secretary Will- 
iam I. Haven, D.D., the Rev. M. B. Porter, 
Secretary of the South Atlantic Agency, the 
Revs. George A. Miller, D.D., Charles Wood, 
D.D., and Randolph McKim, of Washington 
City, was appointed to attend, on behalf of the 
American Bible Society, the special meeting 
of the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America to be held in Washington 
on the 8th of May.

Treasurer William Foulke presented with 
the certificate of Messrs. Perine & Nichols, 
expert accountants, a report of receipts and 
expenditures for the year 1916.

Resolved, That when the Society adjourns,

President Wood described to the meeting 
the smoothness with which the operations of 
the past year had proceeded, due to pos- 
sessing Agency Secretaries at home and 
Agents abroad who are men of devotion and 
high personal qualities.

Resolved, To accept the report of the Com- 
mittee on Nominations, and to proceed to an 
election by ballot of members of the Board of 
Managers. 

The President declared the result of the 
election to be as follows: Members of ‘the 
Board of Managers for the term 1917-1921— 
H.S. Stearns, M.D., L. D.Mason, M.D., Edgar 
MacDonald, Eben E. Olcott, Winthrop M. 
Tuttle, Mornay Williams, Orrin R. Judd. 

On recommendation of the Committee on 
Nominations, it was 

Resolved, That the filling of any other va- 


cancies in the Board of Managers be referred 
to the Board. 
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On motion of Mornay Williams, it was 

Resolved, That the Board of Managers as 
now constituted be directed to meet at the 
Bible House on the first Thursday in June for 
the purpose of organizing for the coming 
year, and for the transaction of such other 
business as may be presented. 

Secretary Fox presented the action of the 
Board of Managers, recommending to the 
Society changes in the Constitution as fol- 
lows: 

I. That Article IV. of the Constitution be 
changed so that it shall read: ““ Each subscriber 
of five dollars annually shall be a member,”’ 
and shall have added to it the words: “This 
payment shall cover a subscription to the 
BIBLE SOCIETY RECORD, the monthly maga- 
zine of the Society, at one dollar per year, 
and other current periodicals and pamphlet 
publications of the Society, including the Az- 
nual Report.’’ 

II. A change in Article V. of the Constitu- 
tion so that it shall read: ‘‘ Each subscriber of 
fifty dollars shall be a Member for Life,’’ and 
shall have added to it the words: “‘ This pay- 
ment shall include a subscription for life to the 
BIBLE SocIETY RECORD, the monthly maga- 
zine of the Society, at one dollar per year, 
and other current periodicals and pamphlet 
publications of the Society, including the Az- 
nual Report.”’ 

III. A change in Article VI., by adding to 
it the phrase: ‘‘ This shall cover a subscrip- 
tion for life to the BrnLE SocreTy RECORD, 
the monthly magazine of the Society, at one 
dollar per year, and other current periodicals 
and pamphlet publications of the Society, in- 
cluding the Annual Report.” 

On motion of William H. Klenke, the rec- 
ommendation of the Board of Managers was 
adopted, and it was unanimously voted to 
modify the Constitution as requested. 

Secretary Haven addressed the meeting, ex- 
plaining the action of the Board looking to an 
increaseé-in the resources of the Board of 
Managers, adding that this action had aroused 
interest in the recent meeting of the Federa- 
tion of Churches of Christ in America lately 
held at Washington. 

On motion it was 

Resolved, That the Society at its Annual 
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Meeting desires to reinforce the action of the 
Board of Managers already taken, and to issue 
a call for an increase in the annual income of 
the Society of $250,000 for equipment and ad- 
vance. The Society also calls for immediate 
and special gifts to the amount of $150,000, to 
assist in printing Scriptures for the Army and 
Navy of the United States. Mornay Williams, 
Vice-President Churchill H. Cutting, and L.D. 
Mason, M.D., having spoken of the urgency 
of the action proposed, the resolution was 
unanimously adopted. 

The minutes were read and approved, and 
the Society adjourned to meet as already pro- 
vided.
